Mr. 1, M. Rumsey Denies That He

The spectacle of C. C. Maffitt on his 
knees before the free silver leaders of Mis- 
souri begging for merey is not very in- 
spiring, however strongly it may appeal to 
aympathy. 

But that has been Maffitt’s attitude for 
nearly a month, and the nearer the time 
approaches for the election of delegates to 
the Democratic National Convention the 
more abject becomes his plea. 

Only a few months ago this game Mr. Maf- 
fitt was doing all he could, both in his 
official capacity as Chairman of the State 


Central Committee and through his intimate 
relations with the great corporations, to set 
aside and nullify the will of the party as 
expressed in no uncertain or ambiguous 
terms in the platform adopted at its last 
State convention held at Fertle Springs in 
August, 95. Maffitt, as the first heutenant 
of Chief Factionist Francis, used all of his 
power and influence to avert the holding of 
that convention, even refusing to attend it, 
though it was his duty as Chairman of the 
State Centrai Committee to be there and 
call the body to order. 8

TESLA AND THE J RAYS. 


Shadowgraph of a Man's Ribs Secured 
by the Electrician. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 11.—In the current 
number of the Electrical Review Nicola 
Tesla gives in detail the results of his re- 
cent experiments with the Roentgen rays. 
It is Mr. Tesla’s great desire to improve 
upon present appliances to enable him to 
see through the human body and thus ren- 
der the Roentgen ray of great value to sur- 
gery. As a result of his experiments Mr. 
Tesla claims that improvements in the line 
of fluorescence will not aid in the examina- 
tion of the internal parts of the body. He 
maintains, on the contrary, that the solu- 
tion will come through the production of 
very powerful radiations, capable of pro- 
ducing very strong. shadows. 


Mr. Tesla has secured a shadowgraph of 
a man's ribs and the bones of the shoulder 
and arms, in which the bones appear plainly 
outlined. This was secured at a distance 
of twelve feet from the vacuum tube and 
with an exposure of only five minutes.

HARRISON 
INTHE AGE? 


A Question That Is Worrying the 
McKinley Men. 


ASKED FOR A STATEMENT. 


Formal Demand Made That the Indiana 
Contingent Shall Say What 
They Are Going to Do. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. > 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 11.—The let- 
ters received by ex-President Harrison, urg- 
ing him to consent to the use of his name 
in the St. Louis Convention, and the let- 
ters sent out byghis friends here, saying 
that he will certainly accept the nomina-~ 
tion if it comes to him, unsolicited, have 
produced the impression in the minds of 
McKinley’s friends that the Harrison men 
are juggling with the name of the ex- 
President, and a formal demand has been 
made that Harrison declare himself as to 
what he would do if the convention, without 
effort on his part, should tender him the 
nomination. 

This demand, said the McKinley men, 
was made in the interest of party harmony, 
and with an honest desire to know exactly 
what would be Mr. Harrison's position, and 
if he would accept the nomination they 
would guarantee that no fight should be 
made upon him here. 

They also said that unless Harrison, 
or some friend authorized by him, should 
so declare, they would insist that the com- 
ing State Convention, which selects the 
delegates-at-large, shall instruct for Mc- 
Kinley. 

A proposition was then made to instruct 
the delegates for McKinley, with the pro- 
viso “if Harrison’s name was not before 
the convention,” but the McKinley men 
2 the compromise on the ground that 
friends of the ex- President are arranging 
to have his name presented by delegates 
from other States, and it would be worse 
than useless to adopt such a resolution in 
the State convention. — 

The Harrison men say that the ex-Presi- 
dent cannot consistently Speak upon the 
subject unless it be to reiterate his re- 
fusal to be a candidate, for the assertion 
that he would accept if nominated without 
personal effort would be tantamount to an- 
nouncing himself a candidate. They, there- 
fore, declare that he will say nothing what- 
ever, but will accept if nominated. 

The McKinley men are greatly exercised 
over the situation, believing that Harrison’s 
friends are using him to advance their own 
selfish ends, yet fearing to place them- 
selves squarely against him.

The Horrible Confession Made by 
H. H. Holmes. 


MUTILATED HIS OWN. BOY. 


Says He Was Born With the Devil in 
Him and Never Could Resist 
the Murderous Instinct. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April i1.—The 
North American of this city prints what 
purports to be sentences from the confes- 
sion alleged to have been made by mur- 
derer H. H. Holmes. 

Holmes writes of his blood-curdling atroc- 
ities with an abandon that simply appalls 
one. Not one grain of remorse seems to 
enter into the construction of that docu- 
ment and never for a moment, except in 
two isolated cases—one where he refers 
touchingly to the memory of Minnie Will- 
lams, and another time, when he pathet- 
ically speaks of an outrage perpetrated on 


his boy—does the redeeming element, pity, 
figure in the case. Regret is never for a 
moment expressed. 

“I was born with the devil in me,” says 
he in one part of his confession. 

“I could not help the fact that I was a 
murderer any more than the poet can help 
the inspiration to song, nor the ambition 
of an intellectual man to be great. I was 
born with the evil one standing as my 
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Share of an English Estate.

NEW YORK, April 11.—In West Twelfth 
street lives Mrs. Harriet Spofford Childs, 
widow of Dr. Samuel R. Childs, who

England that, by a decision of the E

Stephen Holt, upon his uncle’s death, be- 
came his sole heir, and, dying soon after 
himself, left one-tenth of all his wealth to 
Dr. Childs and his heirs. The will was con- 
tested by his other heirs, who endeavored 
to have the Childs bequest set aside. The. 
case has been in the Court of Chancery 
ever since. 

Mrs. Childs says that she will sail next 
week for England to take possession of her 
property, which, she says, is largely in 
real estate. 


LARRABEE CAUGHT. 


A Chicago Defaulter to the Amount of 
$16,000. 


CHICAGO, April 11.—Christopher A. Lar- 
rabee, who has been a fugitive for over a 
year, is In custody. He was followed by the 
Thiel Detective Agency of St. Louis, at 
the instance of the American Surety Co., 
located in Old Mexico, lured across the bor- 
der and finally lodged behind the bars in 
Chicago. Larrabee was a bookkeeper and 
cashier for Boyd, Stickney & Co., whole- 
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sponsor beside the bed where I was ushered 
into this world, and he has been with me 
since. The inclination to murder came to 
me as 4 as the inspiration to do 
right comes to the majority of people. 


“This inclination,” continues Holmes, 
“came to me early in life. I remember 
when a mere lad my ambition was to study 
medicine, that I might know the relative 
effects of poisonous gases, that I might 
fully become acquainted with their uses 
and learn to be an expert in handling them. 

“I am convinced that since my imprison- 
ment I have changed woefully and grew- 
somely from what { formerly was in feat- 
ure and in figure. If you look at my picture 
when I was first taken into custody in Bos- 
ton, nearly two years ago, and look at my 
face now, you may begin to observe some- 
thing of what I mean. 

“I mean, in fact, that my features are 
assuming nothing more nor less than a pro- 
nounced satanical cast; that I have become 
afflicted with that disease, rare but terri- 
ble, with which physicians are acquainted, 
but over which they seem to have no con- 
trol whatever. That disease is a malforma- 
tion or distortion of the osseous parts, 
causing deformity so marked that in many 
cases men are made to assume likenesses 
to the inferior animals.“ 

Holmes’ confession from this on speaks 
of the early experiences of his boyhood 
days on the farm up in Vermont and the life 
he led, until he entered the college to study 
medicine in Michigan. It was not until 
after he was graduated, fully equipped 
with the knowledge of poisons and the eas- 
lest way to sever the simple thread of life, 
that Holmes began his career as a murderer 
and multi-murderer. When he began he 
admits himself as ruthless and never once 
halted until he took twenty-seven lives. 
“And I would have committed six other 
murders,” he added, “had not certain oc- 
currences intervened.” 


Possibly one of the worst, most brutal, 
revolting and e crimes this arch- 
mutilator ever committed was one he 
speaks of in a chapter devoted to Ris boy— 
the son of his first wife. The only explana- 
tion he offers is that he did it simply to 
gratify his love for mutilation. 
“It was shortly after I was married,“ he 
declares, and our boy was then but a 
youngster. 
„1 called him in from the road, where he 
was frollicking about like an innocent, with 
a lot of other lads, and took him out to a 
rear barn. I don't know what it was thas 
po me, bud I took a surgical knife 
alo with me. It was simply the craving 
of the murderer within me that inspired 
me to make a subject of my Hitle one. 
With the utmost abandon, and with here 
and there an expressed regret, Holmes then 
tells how he went through the operatfon of 
mutilating his son. Finished with ‘hat, 
Holmes felt satisfied and did not murder 
his boy outright. 
The numerous requests from doctors’ for 
permission to be present at the post-mortem 
examination of Holmes’ body were refused 
by the murderer himself yesterday. 
Assistans District Attorney Barlow an- 
nounced that all the grewsome relics that 
figured in ue trial of H. H. Holmes for the 
murder of enjamin F. Pitezel will be 


soon as the law has finally. disposed of the 
murderer. * will Include, besides Pit- 
ezel’s picture, the fragmentary remains of 
the ®hree murdered children. 

Mrs. Pitesel's counsel would not state 
whether any judgment would be entered 
against Holmes, but it is believed nothing 
will be done. Mrs. Pitezel also inquifes 
if steps cannot be taken to compel Lawyer 
Jeptha Howe of St. Louis, Holmes’ alleged 
co-conspirator in the insurance swindle, to 
return the $2,500 she alleges he obtained 
rom her. Her counsel is now considering 
ust what steps to take in both these mat- 
rs.

TROUTMAN THE ASSASSIN, 
Hew Pretty Blanche Simpson Was Oru - 
elly Put to Death While Making 
Her Wedding Gown. 


When Blanche Simpson, with the coquet- 
ry of woman's ways, told George W. Trout- 
man, her lover, that she was going to 
marry another man, she signed her death 
warrant. 

The young fool took her jesting words in

earnest. He went out and in his callow 
desperation smoked cigarettes and drank 
whisky until he didn’t know on which end 
he stood. Then he went back to the home 
of his sweetheart and shot her twice in 
the breast. 

The story of the murder was told exclu- 
sively in Friday’s 6 o’clock edition of the 
Post-Dispatch. It was a frightfully cruel 
crime, sO unwarranted, 80 ble in its 
results, without the palliatin umstance 
of a satisfactory motive. 

Even as the jealous drink-inflamed young 
murderer strode into the room where his 
promised bride was sitting, her deft fingers 
were busy with her wedding gown. he 
talk of the morning was meaningless—the 
sort that is indulged in by every couple. 
The wedding day was set for June 16 and 
the young maiden’s girl friends had been 
about her happily at work in preparation 
for the event. 

There was no thought of faithlessness 
in Blanche Simpson’s mind. She loved 
Troutman as much as the girl’s heart would 
let her—for she was only 17. He, too, was 
no more than a boy, searcely 21, and when 
she twitted him about his lack of work and 
money, and talked of — ms another man 
he thought the world was stuffed with saw- 
dust, and took the step which made him a 
murdeérer.

Troutman had known Blanche Simpson 
about two years. He met her when he was 
employed as a conductor on the Lindell 
Line. He gave up this place and went to 
work as a clerk in Okel’s gracery at 1028

Park avenue. A short time ago he lost this 
position, and has not been able to get an- 
other since. 

Troutman’s father, Charles, lives at 3408

A MAGNIFICENT PRODUCTION. 


The Only Wagnerian Bill of the En- 


gagement Draws a Big Crewd 
to the Music Hall. 


The Metropolitan Opera Company again 
demonstrated its versatility and thrilled and 


delighted a splendid audience Friday night. 

Lohengrin“ as given by this wonderful 
aggregation has long since taken its place 
as the greatest lyric production of the end 
of the century. The company was in excel- 
lent form Friday night and put into “Loh- 
engrin’’ all the poetry and passion, all the 
vigor and virfilty with which the prince of 
German composers invested it. 

Again as on Wednesday night the cast 
comprised such an aggregation of stars as 
had never been seen in St. Louis. There 


are only six leading roles in Lohengrin,“ 
and they were sustained as follows:

The audience was a splendid one both in 
size and appearance. Almost every seat 
was taken. It was a demonstrative audl- 
ence too, and more than once it seemed to 
lose control of itself and at such times its 
pent-up enthusiasm was vented in such 
rounds of applause as have seldom re- 
sounded in the great hall. 

The performance was worthy of all the 
applause accorded it, and even more 
more had been possible. The superb company 
brought out all the possibilities of the grand 
German classic and threw into it a wealth 
of sweetness of which lesser artists never 
dream. “‘Lohengrin’’ as sung by Nordica, 
Brema and the De Reszkes is not a magnifi- 
cent, but cold and passionless spectacle. In 
the hands of these artists it becomes full of 
feeling, and tender sweetness. And this is 
attained without the sacrifice of any of its 
strength or sublimity. 

A more finished performance than Mme. 
Nordica’s Elsa has never been given here. 
The Elsa she portrays is a woman visionary 

«to the point of inspiration, swéet, innocent, 
and deeply sympathetic, yet possessed of a 
wonderful reserve of strength. She was in 
wonderful voice last night. The plaintive 
notes in the first act, when Elsa prays for 
the arrival of her hero, seemed to come in 
liquid cadence from the great prima donna's 
throat. Slowly the strength of Elsa’s char- 
acter as portrayed by Nordica becomes more 
pronounced. There is only one weakness, a 
weakness to which other women besides 
Elsa have fallen victim. It is her curiosity 
which will not be satisfied until she learns 
who her deliverer and husband is and 
whence he came. 

A stronger bit of acting could not be im- 
agined than Elsa’s final imperious demand 
for answer, as interpreted by Nordica Fri- 
day night. ) 


Jean De Reszke was a magnificently virile 
and wonderfully tender 22 He 
threw his soul into the rt and invested it 
with a tenderness all his own. Physically 
he is admirably suited to the part, and if 
he has one fault vocally it is that he 
throws into the interpretation of the part 
more feeling, more Southern warmth than 
the composer intended should enter the 
opera.

It was her only appearance, 
but it served to increase the esteem in

Kaschmann as Frederick showed just 
enough physical and vocal weakness to 
make an admirable foil for De Reszke’s 
Lohengrin. Edouard De Reszke was every 
inch a King, and made a notable figure of a 
character which ordinarily is of only sec- 
ondary importance. 

Vaschetti’s Herald was strong and sonor- 
ous of voice, and altogether a figure to be 
remembered.

Will Grow in Strength.

W. H. Ellis, one of the brainiest negroes 
fm the United States, is in St. Louis from 
his home at San Antonio, Tex. Ellis is the 
promoter and manager of the negro colony 
in the State of Juarez, Mexico, about which 


President Cleveland became so excited a 
year or two ago as to order the nearest 
United States Consul to have the negroes 
hauled away from their new home back 
to this country and for which service this 
Government owes Collis P. Huntington’s 
railroad about $30,000. 

This exodus encouraged by Cleveland, to- 
gether with the ravages of disease, has 
reduced his colony from 3,500 to about 300, 
but Ellis is not discouraged. All coloni- 
zation schemes are failures at first, he 
says, and he is content to wait awhile be- 
fore renewing his efforts to get negro ten- 
ants for the 2,000,000 acres of rich valley 
land granted him by the Mexican Govern- 
ment —— which he has sold to an Eng- 
ish syndicate. 

Ellis’ present mission to St. Louis 18 
purely political. He was a leading spirit 
in the recent stormy convention of Re- 
ublicans in Texas at which delegates to 
Bt. Louis were elected and gives a most 
interesting account of that affair. 

It was he who, at the point of a revolver, 
repelled the mob that made a wild charge 
on N. Wright Cuney, the negro Republican 
boss who, as Chairman, ran the convention 
in the interest of the Allison combine, and 
he began to ask for the address of Chaun- 
cey I. Filley as soon as he reached St. 
Louls. 

“I want to give Mr. Filley a full and 
truthful account of the convention,“ said 
Ellis to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Just why he wanted to impart such in- 
formation to Uncle Filley Ellis declined to 


say.

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St. Louis Can Do It When the 
Wires Go Underground. 


ARGUMENT FOR A CONDUIT, 
The Bell Telephene People Claim That 
Delaying It Delays the Long- 
Distance Telephone. 
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By the delay of the Municipal Assembly 
in settling the question of underground con- 
duits, St. Louis is being deprived of the 
advantages of a long distance telephone 
system, 

Within three months after the Assembly 
acts definitely in the matter, according to 
General Manager George Durant of the 


Bell Telephone Company, St. Louisans will 

enabled to converse with residents of 
New York. In addition the exasperatingly 
faulty system now in use known as the 
ground circuit, that incites more profanity 
than any other single agency, will be re- 
placed by a metallic circuit system and a 
service that will be productive only of po- 
lite phrases. 

All that remains for the introduction of 
the long distance system in St. Louis is 
the preparation on the part of the Bell 
Telephone Company to receive it, and the 
company will prepare for it as soon as the 
conduit question is settled. 

In East St. Louis there are already twen- 
ty-five subscribers served with the metallic 
circuit who can accordingly be provided 
with the long distance service as soon as 
the long distance company brings its wire 
this far West. 


The long distance reach 


wires now 
Terre Haute, Ind., and the work of carry- 
ing them further is understood to be in 


Progress. 


Before St. Louls can benefit by the long 
distance system, however, the metallic cir- 
cuit will have to be introduced. On ac- 
count of the uncertainty and danger of 
loss, resulting from the status of conduit 
legislation, the Bell Telephone Co. will not 
make the change until there is some assur- 
ance that the new system once introduced 
will remain undisturbed. 

Within two weeks contracts will be let 
for the equipment of the company’s new 
station at Eleventh and Sidney streets. 
The North End station at the junction of 
Eleventh and Thirteenth streets will be 
equipped as soon as the necessity arises. 
The equipment of the South End station 
is a step toward the introduction of long 
distance telephones. 

General Manager Durant of the Bell Tel- 
ephone Co., when seen by a Post-Dispa-ch 
reporter stated that the failure of the As- 
sembly to settle the conduit question was the 
only obstacle in the way. 

“If an ordinance were passed placing the 
wires underground or if it was assured that 
there would be no such legislation for the 
next twenty-five years,” said Mr. Durant, 
„the work for the introduction of the long- 
distance system would probably be com- 
menced at once. This would, of course, in- 
volve an entire change. The expense would 
be great and the metamorphosis complete. 
The metallic circuit is required,which means 
the use of two instead of single wires. If this 
change is made now and an ordinance is 
passed afterward compelling us to go under- 
ground, the work and expense will have 
been for nothing. We would have the whole 
thing to do all over again. We, of course, 
cannot afford to take such a risk. To string 
new wires overhead now would be merely 
to double the expense and annoyance, since 
the probabilities now are that they would 
have to be torn down. 

“As soon as the conduit. question is set- 
tled, though, we will begin the introduc- 
tion of the metallic circuit. As I under- 
stand it, the long distance company is pre- 
pared to furnish St. Louis with its service 
as soon as we are ready to receive it. 
This means, as soon as the metallic circuit 
is introduced. I think that within three 
months after the conduit question is set- 
* we will have the long distance serv- 
ce.“ 


Is the Bell Telephone Co. favorable to 
the bill now pending?“ 

To some of its provisions we are favor- 
able and to some we are opposed.’’ 

The present conduit bill is now in the 
hands of the City Council Committee on 
Public Improvements, having reached its 
second reading. It is the one which was 
passed by the House of Delegates the even- 
ing of the same day on which it was first 
considered in committee, and without hav- 
ing been printed. A number of amend- 
ments insisted upon by City Counselor Mar- 
shall for the protection of the city were 
omitted. 


A SUCCESSFUL TEST 


Aggravating Causes in a Diseased 
Knee Laid Bare by X Rays. 


What seems to have proved a successful 
application of the X“ rays to the use of 
surgery was made Friday evening. 

The subject was Ruth Catlin, 13 years 
old, said to be the daughter of a banker of 


Portland, Ore. The child has a lame knee, 
having been hurt in a fall while disembark- 
ing from a steamboat. The condition of 
the knee is said to Mave been aggravated 
by improper treatment at a Chicago hos- 
pital, where lodoform was injected. 

The X' rays were utilized Friday, it 
was explained, to discover whether any of 
the fodoform remained, the theory being 
that the presence of the stuff prevented the 
knee hea ing as it should. 

The experiment was made by a St. Louis 
photographer, assisted by the attending 
physician. The photographer brought in- 
to service a contrivance resembling a 
crude electric arc lamp, which he called 
‘ e X' ray flash light,”’ capable, as he 
stated, of producing a 30,000-candle power 
light when attached to a $10 electric mo- 
tor, and also a Crookes’ tube. 

The child was placed on a cushioned op- 
erating table, the diseased knee resting on 
a sensitive plate, between two vpaque hold- 
ers. The Crookes tube was first used, the 
exposure being twenty minutes. On ac- 
count of the child becoming restless the 
plate was spoiled in this exposure. Then 
the X“ ray flash light was used, the ex- 
posure being momentary only. 

These plates were developed Saturday. 
One showed the faint outline of the thigh 
and knee. The knee was covered with in- 
numerable large and small spots. The 
larger ones, the photographer stated, were 
the marks of finger prints, enlarged by 
the focusing of the X“ rays. The smaller 
spots, he explained, represented the iodo- 
form. On the lower part of the picture 
was an extensive dark spot which the pho- 
tographer said was a picture of the ne 
of the leg. 

The second plate showed an outline of 


discoloration extending across part of it. 
This was due to a defect in the plate, the 
hotographer stated. There were other 
rregular discolorations.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Lieut. a, 0. 
Menocal, U. S. N., the chief engineer or 
the Nicaragua Canal Co., appeared to-day 
before the House Commivtee on Commerce, 
which is investigating the question. Mr. 
Menocal submitted a statement, which was 
in the nature of a review of the report of 
the commission to dhe Isthmus last summer, 


He said: 

“The company regards, and has treated, 
the project as a business enterprise, with 
a view to commercial requirements, tech- 
nical success and financial results. The 
board entirely ignores two of the conditiors, 


and considers it from the point of unlimited 


expenditures without any question of finan- 
cial results and provides, beyond . 
mercial requirements of the present, for 
demands that can be only rarely occa- 
sional.’’ 
He said that the board has made a hasty 
trip through che territory, touching only 
ere and there the route of the canal when 
t was convenient, and he had an imperfect 
knowledge of the physical conditions of the 
roblems presented and the work already 
one. The plans of the company were not 
for an ideal canal regardless of cost, but 
for one ample to satisfy the needs of com- 
merce, and larger than any ship canal now 
in operation. None of the changes pro- 
posed by the board was in the interests of 
economy or of a better canal. 
Mr. Menocal’s statement dealt in detail 
with the atmospheric conditions, rainfall 
and other natural features of the country, 
as well as the engineering details of the 
canal. There was a long examination of 
Mr. Menocal by the members of the com- 
mittee. The company, he said, had pa‘d 
to the Nicaraguan Government °$100,000 for 
its concessions and $50,000 for its right of 
way, and nothing to the Costa Rican Gov- 
ernment. 


DUEL ON PAPER. 


Page and Phelan Shewering Billets at 
Each Other. 


BUTTE, Mont., April 11.—When Congress- 
man Linton of Michigan refused to accept 
the challenge of Capt. Thomas Phelan of 
Kansas City to fight a duel the matter was 


taken up by Cyrus E. Page of this city, 58 
years old. The correspondence between the 
two was made public to-day by Phelan be- 
cause they could not agree on conditions. 
Page claimed to represent Linton, and was, 
therefore, the challenged party. He pro- 

osed Butte as the fighting ground, and se- 
ected rifles as weapons at seventy-five 
yards. Phelan accepted the defy, but in- 
sisted that he was challenged and claimed 
the right to name place and weapons. In his 
letter he said: 

“T will not fight you at seventy-five yards. 
As the challenged party I will meet you at 
10 paces with rifles, to wheel and-fire. Sub- 
mit my acceptance to your friend, and ar- 
rangements will be readily made to meet 
you. I am sorry that you should fall in the 
place of Hon. W. S. Linton. Your enthusiasm 
makes you an unnecessary sacrifice, but 
you select to perish, and having a suicidal 
intent, and believing in the cause I cham- 
pion, I am willing to gratify you. Let your 
réply be immediate.” 

Page said to-day he was ready to stand 
by his acceptance of Phelan’t challenge, but 
expressed his belief that the Irish Captain 
was “a coward, blow-hard and wind-bag.”’ 


RELEASED ON HABEAS CORPUS 


Men Who Pleaded Guilty te Keep From 
Being Lynched. 


LINCOLN, Neb., April 11.—In the Su- 
preme Court on application of Louis Vog- 
land, Salem T. Clark and Charles H. Jack- 
son for a writ of habeas corpus, the writ 
was granted and the prisoners were ordered 
discharged. 


This case excited considerable interest at 
the time the application for the writ was 
made, and the facts brought to light. The 
men have been in the penitentiary for sev- 
eral months, having pleaded guilty of cat- 
tle stealing in Keya Paha County, Jan. 26, 
1895. This, they claimed in their application, 
was under duress, since a mob of vigilantes 
were standing outside the court to hang 
them if they did not. They, however, did 
so, and Judge Kankaid sentenced them 
to five and six years in the pen. 

The Supreme Court, in the syllabus, holds 
that under the provisions of chapter CVIII. 
of the laws of Nebraska, passed 1885, the 
requirement that all informations shall 
be filed during the term of the court having 
jurisdiction of the offenses specified therein 
is mandatory, and an information upon 
which the accused is to be tried for felony 
is void if filed in vacation.“ 

The prisoners were released, but imme- 
diately taken into custody again. They 
are likely to be taken back for a new trial.

rove, O., in 1845. His father was very 
well off and gave the young man a good 
education, but all plans for the future were 
— 15 the breakin out of the war. 
dreane ockerill immediately enlisted as a 

rummer boy. e served throughout the 
war with credit and at the close of it learn- 
ed the trade of a printer... Then he nat- 
urally went into journalism, which profes- 
sion he followed with success until his 
death. His first paper was a weekly 
at Dayton, O., which he conducted until 
1868, then he entered into parmesan: with 
C. IL. Vallandingham in the publication of 
the Dayton Empire. 

In 1870 he went to work for the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer as a reporter, and two years 
later was promoted to the position of man- 
aging editor, which position he filled with 
skill and judgment until 1876, when he 
went to Europe as a war correspondent. 
Upon his return he became editor suc- 
cessively of the Washington Post and the 
Baltimore Gazette. 

It was in 1879 that he became managing 
editor of the Post-Dispatch, then the new- 
ly acquired property of Joseph Pulitzer. In 
1883 he was sent to New York to assist in 
building up the New York World. In 1891 
he assumed control of the New. York Com- 
mercial Advertiser and Morning Adver- 
tiser. A little over a year ago he resigned 
his position with the Advertiser and ac- 
cepted a position as correspondent for the 
New York Herald and went to Japan for 
that Journal. He was returning home 
from his visit there when he was stricken 
with his last illness. 

John A. Cockerill stood high as a jour- 
nalist in St. Louis, but gained some unen- 
viable notoriety because of an unhappy en- 
counter which resulted in the death of 
Alonzo W. Slayback. 

Slayback was a law partner of James O. 
Broadhead, and a bitter political contro- 
versary had arisen between John M. Glover 
and Col. Broadhead over a race for Con- 
gress. Col. Slayback took exception to some 
of the published statements of . Cocker- 
ill, and on the evening of October 13, 1882, 
acccompanied by Mr. H. Clopton, sought 
personal satisfaction of Col. Cockerill in the 
office, which was then located on Market 
street, opposite the Grand Opera House. 
Hot and bitter words passed, and Col. Slay- 
back made a movement which Cockerill 
construed into an attempt to draw a pistol. 
In an instant Cockerill picked his revolver 
out of a drawer and fired one shot, wound- 
ing Col. Slayback mortally. An indictment 
was found against Cockerill for murder in 
the second degree, but he was never tried 
on the charge, and the indictment was even- 
tually quashed. 

The affair naturally created a great sen- 
sation in St. Louis at the time, and Col. 
Cockerill’s life was in danger from violence 
until the facts became generally known. 

Col. Sam Williams was associated with 
Col. Cockerill on the Post-Dispatch, and is 
warm in his praise, both as a newspaper 
man and a private citizen. 

1 knew John Cockerill.” he said, 
“vears ago, when he was a reporter 
on the Cincinnati Enquirer. He was 
a splendid fellow, warm hearted 
and generous, and one of the ablest news- 
paper men with whom I was ever asso- 
ciated. , 

“He was brought to St. Louis and put in 
charge of the Post-Dispatch by Mr. Pulitzer. 
At that time he was working in Washington 
for Stillson Hutchins on the Washington 
Post. He had been managing editor of the 
Enquirer,’ but McLean made him Turkish 
correspondent during the Turko-Russian 
war, and when he returned he found an- 
other man in his old place and left.

CHARGES AGAINST MORTON 


A Chicage Firm Complains of the Seed 
Contract Award. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—The recent 
closing of a-«contract for furnishing seeds 
for general distribu don by the Government, 
has resulted in the filing of charges at the 
Department of Agriculture by Breslan, 


Goodwin & Co., a Chicago seed firm, against 
Secre Mortc.. The allegations are that 
their bid, though lowesg was refused be- 
cause the firm had urged the passage of the 
resolution providing for the distribution of 
seeds, notwithstanding Secretary Morton's 
protests; that reports furnished by officers 
of the Department to Secretary Morton, 
to Senator Proctor of Vermont, Chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Agriculture, 
and to Mr. Wadsworth, Chairman of the 
House Committee, had been manipulated in 
order to show that the firm’s seeds were 
below dhe standard; that Assistant Secre- 
tary Dabney had insisted on the company, 
in case it received the award, using the 
machines of the Brown Bag Filling Machine 
Co., and that Mr. Dabney had decided 
against the company because of its refusal 
to do this. It was alleged furthermore that 
the Secrewary and his assistant had falsely 
stated that the company refused to use its 
name on the seed packets. 

Secretary Morton and the other officials 
of the Agricultural Department make an 
absolute denial of she truth of the charges, 
and say the award of the seed contract was 
based on a percentage of purity and ger- 
minative power of the seeds tested by the 
Department last year, at a time when there 
was no prospect of further distribution. 

Secretary Morton said to-day that when 
he found a distribution of common seeds 
was required by law he called in Senator 
Proctor and Representative Wadsworth and 
asked them to go over the bids with him. 
After careful and. deliberate consideration 
of all the bids and the records kept by the 

epartment it was decided, Senator Proc- 

or first making the suggestion, to offer D. 
Landreth & Co. of K a lump 
sum of $70,000 to furnish the vegetable 

. L. May of St. Paul. Minn., 
$5,000 to furnish the flower seeds. The 
Landreth original bill was $78,000 and the 
May bid half a cent per paper of flower 
seeds. The two firms, after Senator Proc- 
tor’s suggestion had been adopted, were 
called in, the offers accepted and contracts 
signed. This made $11,000 more than the 
bids of the Chicago firm, but the action, 
the Secretary said, was based on the relia- 
bility, the facilities and the essential near- 
ness to Washington of the Landreth Com- 
pany. Secretary Morton declined to dis- 
cuss the question further, saying that the 
bids were made in open market as required 
by law, and that none was sealed.
